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Philadelphia this morning, and it was not 
until after they had gone that hints ofa 
Serious revulsion of sentiment in Chicago 
were heard. The story was printed here 
somewhat obscurely that the people of Chi- 
cago who had expected the Admiral for 
Dewey day, May 1, would not at all object to: 
his staying away. So far as known, Admiral 
Dewey was not informed of this fact before 
he left, although the members of his naval 
family read the dispatches from Chicago and 
were curious as to the truth of the state- 
ment. It is felt by his friends that if there is 
such a revulsion in sentiment in Chicago, 
amounting to the desire for the Admiral to 
stay away, he could not possibly take notice 
of it unless the committee took some action. 
For this reason it is believed all the prepara- 


“tions for the Admiral’s going will be con- 


tinued, unless at the meeting of the Chicago 
committee next Tuesday there is some pub- 
lic expression of opinion. . 


Views of Illinois Members. 

Some of the Illinois members, when shown 
the dispatch from Chicago, expressed the 
hope that the people there would carry out 
the original plans. It was said that the 
easiest way to make Dewey a real candidate 
for the Presidency would be to insult him 
or persecute him in some way, or to make 
him the victim of anindirect snub. For this 
Teason it is felt that, as the Admiral is not 
the candidate of any particular party, but 
has merely announced his willingness to be 
President if somebody elects him, there is 
really no ground on which objection could 
be made to his going to Chicago or any- 
where else. 

Dewey Disturbs New York. 

New. York, April 5.—[Special.]—Admiral 
Dewey's candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency has already 
had some effect on the party-leaders in this 
State, and those like Elliot Danforth, Nor- 
nan E. Mack of Buffalo, and others who 
favor Bryan's renomination and the reaf- 
firmation of the Chicago platform are now. 
afraid that the delegation from New York 
to the national convention will not be in- 
structed for the Nebraskan. 

“There is now evidence that Tammany Hall 
may not favor Bryan instruction resolutions.

WIVES 


One Thousand Women Fight in the 
Trenches Around Ladysmith and 
on Spion Kop. 


New York, April 5 {Special ]—Howard C, 
Hillegos, writing to the New York World 
from Pretoria, under date of March 1, says: 
‘“‘The British have opposed to them the 
bravest Amazons that ever the sun shone 
upon. At least 1,000 Boer women were 
with the troops investing Ladysmith. 

“These women are not nurses nor cooks— 
save when necessity demands—nor camp fol- 
lowers. They are female soldiers, as brave 
as their fathers and husbands and brothers. 

‘‘The Boer troops that invested Lady- 


| smith are now opposing Lord Roberts at | 


Bloemfontein. The women are doubtless 
with the Boers. 

“The world knows no finer example of 
heroism than that exhibited by fourteen 
women in one of the five days’ fighting 
around Spion Kop, the second Majuba. A 
strictly family party of Boers, fourteen men 
and their wives, were intrenched in one 


position, and held it with amazing bravery . 


against a small force of British. For a long 
time the men fought incessantly and kept 
their wives busy reloading their rifles. 

“Finally fifty British soldiers, with fixed” 
bayonets, charged on the intrenchments. 
As they came closer, the Boer men crept 
over the earthworks, and while the women 
began shooting, tried with the butts of their 
rifles to hammer back the British. ‘| Before 
their wives’ eyes every one of the fourteen 
Boers were killed—bayonetted or shot. 

“The fourteen women so quickly widowed 
never thought of surrender, but fought most 
valiantly and coolly for half an hour. The 
Brit:sh surrounded them; not one of the 
fourteem survived to mourn her husband. 
“Two days later, when the British forces 
retired across the Tugela, twenty-eight 
corpses, fourteen men and fourteen women, 
were found within a radius of 100 feet. Now 
there, is a big, long mound where rest the 
bodies of as brave a band as ever fought for 
freedom. | 

“In the early days of the campaign the 
British captured three Boer women in men’s 
clothing, and they are still held as prisoners 
of war, on the warships at Simonstown, 
near Cape Town, but they have been sup- 
plied with h proper clothing.”’

J. ©. CALDERWOOD A SUICIDE. 


Commercial Traveler Widely Known in 


the West Takes His Life at the — 
Palmer House. 


John C. Calderwood, a commercial travel- 
er for twenty-five years in the employ of 
J. W. Doane & Co., wholesale coffees and 
teas, committed suicide some time on 
Wednesday night In his room in the Palmer 
House by shooting himself. I)! health is 
supposed to have been the cause. He was 
with his brother, James H. Calderwood, on 
Wednesday evening, and retired to his room 
early. His body was found yesterday at 2 
p. m. The bullet entered his mouth, pene- 
trating his brain. Death was instantaneous. 
The body was removed to Rolston’s under- 
taking rooms in Adams street. Two years 
ago Mr. Calderwood suffered a stroke of 
paralysis. He has been troubled with in- 
somnia since then, and his friends believe 
his mind was affected.

HARSH WORDS FOR PARKS 


FRANKLIN MACVEAGH CRITICISES 
BOTH SYSTEMS AND PLATS. 


Speaking Before the Chicago Bar Asso< 
ciation at Kinsley’s, He Refers ta 
the North and West Side Grounds as 
“Political Novelties "—Flaws in. 
Their Art and Business—Urges Con- * 

‘solidation of City, Town, and Coun- 
ty Governments—Other Addresses, 


Franklin MacVeagh, speaking before the? 
Chicago Bar association last night at Kinsge, 
ley’s on the consolidation of county, town, j 
and municipal administration, held up the : 
Chicago parks and park systems as evidence 
of the evil results of diversified government, 
He said Lincéln Park and the West Side 
parks had scarcely a feature which showed . 
either good government or good taste. The 
parks were used as political novelties, he 
said, being first introduced as such by Gov-= 
ernor Altgeld, and gratefully received as 
such by Governor Tanner. 

These parks were represented to be with- 
out art, architecture, or business in their. 
management; to be such that if by accident 
or design the city could be rid of the park 
government it would be to its advantage, 
Lincoln Park and its government were the 
most criticised. The West parks were said 
to be about on a par with it, and the South 
parks to be far in advance of the others, but 
to have escaped with too little.criticism. 


Mr. MacVeagh’s Address. 


North Park has scarcely'a feature 
which shows either good taste or good gov- 
ernment,” said Mr. VacVeagh. “It is a 
wretchedly governed park. There is no 
landscape architecture. There is scarcely 
a curve that should not be run over. There 
is hardly a straight line which ts pleasing 
to the eye. There is neither business nor 
art in Lincoln Park. The same-is true 
of the West Side parks. They are political 
machines. They were used by Governor 
Altgeld as ‘political novelties and the idea 
was seized gratefully by Governor Tanner. 

“If by accident or design we should get 
rid of the park system of government we 
should have accomplished something Just @ 
little less valuable than the abolition of the 
town government. It is now thirty years 
that we have been under this disintegrated 
system of park government. The board sys- 
tem will tell on any government. We have 
gone for thirty years without the links con- 
necting the parks. The system boasted of ‘es, 
by every Chicago man who gets out of town | 
does not exist. If the system established . 
thirty years ago had been undér the con- / 
trol of one hand the connections would have 
been made long ago. After thirty years they, 
have not been made. 


Joseph Dénnersberger’s Comment. - 


Joseph Dommersberger, a member. of the 
South Park commission, heard Mr. Mac- 
Veagh’s expression of opinion on the good 
taste and good government of the North. 
and West parks. Afterward: he said he 
agreed with the speaker that it would be 
advantageous to consolidate the park gov- 
ernments if it could be done along with con~, 
solidation of town, county, and municipal 
governments. 

‘*‘ Otherwise it would be foolish, ”* he said, 
‘*‘Mr. MacVeagh admitted that the evils of 
et government were the smallest of them 
all 


Argument for Consolidation. 


Mr. MacVeagh’s criticisms of the parks 
was a part of his talk on the necessity of 
consolidation. Of this he said that it was 
not a new movement, as the absurdities of 
the system of town, county, and municipal 
government could not help being apparent 
twenty-five years ago. 

extraordinary thing abdut this sys- 
tem of ours is that it should exist,’’ he said. 
‘“‘ There never has been and there never will 
be any’one to defend it. There was a time 
when township governments were neces- ~ 
sary, but now they are mere survivals. ‘The 
spectacle the other day in the South Town 
meeting was not necessary to show their 
uselessness.. The township government is 
-not.only useless, it is dangerous. It can 
be used as a means of robbery. 

‘*In the county and the city you have two 
governments, where only one is needed, twa. 
chances of playing, politics where only one 
need exist. One of these will seclude itself 
from public scrutiny. That is the case with 
the Cook County government. Coun- 
ty government in Cook County is an 
outrage on the science of government. There 
are and have been good and bad officials, 
but it never has reached the state of being 
good government. No one pretends that the 
government of Cook County is good govern- 
ment. The sum total of Cook County gov- 
ernment is bad government. The govern- 
ment must be centralized, and responsibil- 
ity must rest with single chiefs of bureaus,” 


John S. Miller’s Contention. “© 


The same topic was considered by John 8. 
Miller, who said: 

‘“* Why should the city poor be taken care 
of by the county? Why should the city siek, 
made so probably. by the failure of the city 
Health department to perform its duties, be 
cared for in a county hospital? Why should 
a county Coroner and city policemen fight 
over dead bodies for possession? The people 
are to blame for this. It is not a matter of 
easy solution. Itiseasy tocondemn,butnot 
to remedy. It is not tq be decided by vitupe= : 
ration. We have been attending to the : 
growth of the city and not to its govern- 
ment.’’

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RAID ALLEGED LOTTERY. 


* POLICE ARREST D. H. JONES OF GUAR- 
_ ANTY LOAN AND TRUST COMPANY. 


Charge That Methods of Concern Doing 
Business at 1615 Masonic Temple 
Are Illegal—Uses Express Instead 
of Mail to Send Letters—Accused in 
Custody in 18986, but Case Not 
Proved—Branchea in New York and 

‘San 


The office of the "Guaranty Loan &nd 
Trust company, 1615 Masonic Temple, was 
raided by the police yesterday, and D. H. 
Jones, manager of the concern, was arrested 
and booked at the Harrison Street Police 
Station on the charge of conducting a lot- 
tery. The company also has offices in New 
York and San Francisco. The business is 
done in * loans and bonds,’’ for which ap- 
plication is made by purchasing a numbered 
ticket. The police assert that the bond and 
loan features are simply the dodges em- 
ployed to circumvent the law and avoid 
calling the institution a lottery. The police 
say it is worthy of- note that all of Jones’ 
official correspondence is conducted by ex- 
press instead of by mail. This is the conven- 
tional method of evasion of the law employed 
by lotteries. 

Mr. Jones, when seen 
tion in the evening, denied the charge. ‘I 
am the manager of a guaranty and joan 
company,” he said, “ and it is strictly legiti- 
| mate. The profit accrues from loaning 

money at 6 per cent, like any other legiti- 
mate concern. I was arrested in Chicago in 
1892 on the same charge, but the police 
found they had no case against me.”’ 


Writing a Warning When Taken. 

Jones, when arrested, was writing a let- 
ter, in which he outlined the precautions to 
be taken on account of recent attempts of 
the police to apply the lottery law to the 


Daisie Hoffman, 3445 Indiana avenue, and 
Miss Huldah Pufhal, 86 Pine street, were 
uninitiated in its secrets. Their occupation, 
they stated, consisted mainly in addressing 
letters and delivering them to the Wells 
Fargo Express company. According, to their 
testimony, they were unaware that they 
were employed by a lottery company. 

The company’s incorporation, papers were 
taken out in California, according to evi- 
dence found in the confiscated documents. 

Complaints from a score of cities. have 
‘peen lodged with the Chicago police within 
the last month, relating the operations of the 
company; and Captain Colleran detailed a 
force of detectives to investigate. Detectives 
Cc. R. Wooldridge, Timothy De Roche,' and 
Michael Farley walked into the Masonic. 
Temple offices at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Arrest Causes Confusion. 

“Yes, my name is Jones,”’ replied a tall, 
slim, modishly dressed man with white beard 
and hair. ‘‘I1 suppose you wish to negotiate 
a loan?’ 

‘Of only your time,” rejoined Detective 
Wooldridge as he arrested the manager. 

Confusion reigned in the office. The ste- 
nographers, overturning typewriters and 
waste baskets, attempted to escape from a 


| side door, but were taken into custody be- 


fore they reached the elevators, The police- 
men, however, let them go after taking their 
names as witnesses.

Jones is 58 years old and married. Helives 
in rooms adjoining his offices in the Masonic 
Temple. In the Chicago directories for the 
last ten years his business is stated as that 
of a capitalist. 

The police assert that the lists of bonds 
published by the’ company are merely the 
announcements of,prizes drawn. Some per-\ 
sons holding tickets do not receive loans. 
Jones says this is because the collateral is 
not good. The police say it is because their 
numbers did not draw prizes. The bonds 
the police believe to be only “ blinds.”’ 

Jones, the police say, has been arrested 
several times on the same charge. He re- 
fused to give his reason for conducting his 
business through the express companies in- 
stead of malls.

* Chicago hag now the best civil strvies in 
this country, and its execution is absolutely 
fair and effective.”’ 

*“‘ After more or less wrangling, incidental 
to complete change and the surrender of 
patronage, perfect compliance with the civil 
service law now is maintained.” 

With these and similar statements the 
municipal Civil Service commission, in its 
fifth annual report just issued, gives praise 
to itself and answers the charges of those 
who insist that its “administration of the 
merit system is a farce.’’ The commission- 
ers, headed by President Lindblom, g0 
further by asserting that “all city legis- nage 

_ jJators have accepted the inevitable loss of 
patronage,” and proceed to attack the 
methods of civil service as followed by the 
federal authorities. 

“The principal benefit of civil service,” 
runs the comment on this point, “‘ is to pre- 
vent political appointments or discharges; 
to grant protection to employés against 
political persecution or ‘ pull’; to insure per- 
manent tenure during good behavior; and to 
insure promotion on merit after examina- 
tion. In all these essentials Chicago’s com- 
missioners succeed and the United States 
commissioners fail.’
